Gilhoolcy was eas- 
ily the best man on the field, and he 
was tackling the Science men In 
splendid style. Fox succeeded in kick 
Ing for another point, which gave 
Science the lead. Three quarter time 
was called with the score reading 2—1 
for Science. 

At the start of the final period it 
was fairly dark, and the halfbacks 
found it hard to handle the ball, and 
a lot of fumbling ensued, Medicine 
being the chief offenders.

The following l 3 » letter received 
from A. H. Joseph, of the 13th Can- 
adian Siege Battery, now In England, 
and a former member of the class of 
Arts '19: 

Mlndelle Barracks Depot, 
liante, - 
Oct. 14th. 1817. 
Dear Just a few lines to let 

you know that I have changed my 
address again, and am once more back 
with the old crowd. 

After leaving Bexhlll I went to Wit- 
ley, where by some good luck I was 
transferred to the 13th Battery. 1 
wish Nicoll, Arts '19, and the other 
fellows could have got back also, but I 
am afraid there Is not much chance of 
hem getting In now. 
I was only at Witley two days when 
the 13th moved here. I consider my 
self pretty lucky now to have missed 
all Shorncliffe and Witley, and then 
rejoin the old bunch. The two former 
camps are certainly miserable places 
compared to Bexhlll and here. Reveille 
goes at six, but we don't get up until 
nearly seven, as breakfast Is at 7.15 
and- there is no roll call befor* that 
The poor guys at Witley have to get 
'Jp at D.30, and shiver about in the 
cold. 

At present 1 am taking the gun lay 
ers' class, but am learning Just about 
the same stuff as I got at Bexhlll, 
About forty fellow* are taking sig 
nailing, and a few others being train 
ed as battery commanders, assistants, 
and observers, while the remainder 
are taking the ordinary gunners' 
course. We will be here until the 
end of this month, anyway, and then 
will most likely go to some place to do 
a little firing. 

I haven't had my leave yet, and 
won't be able to get It now until the 
course Is over here. We are about 
eight miles from Aldershot, and I've 
been down a couple of times. I ^aw 
a pretty good show there called "The 
Maid of the Mountains." 

There are lots of small places to 
go to around here, but about the 
only means of getting there is by 
cycling, and bicycles are pretty hard 
to get hold of, as there are so many 
soldiers after them. I managed to 
rent one for a week, four days ago, 
but haven't been able to use it yet as 
I've been "C.B.'s" ever since. A couple 
of young fools In the hut got In wron, 
with the corporal ,and threw his kit 
about, with the result that the whole 
hut was "C.B;'s." until this evening, 
as they didn't know who did It. 

We are the only Canadians around 
here. There are a couple of Imperial 
batteries, and the rest of the troops 
are London infantry battalions. We 
are going to play some Canadian foot 
ball between the different sub-sec 
Hons, and were to have started yes- 
terday, but the weather prevented it. 
I guess we won't get any hockey. 

It gets pretty cold here now, and 
we havo been Issued with coal for the 
hut, so keep a grate fire going all the 
time. Its that penetrating damp cold 
that goes right through you, and It 
takes about a half dozen blankets at 
night to keep warm. 

I don't know where you ore at pros 
ent, but if at college, remember me to 
all the fellows.

Still another Idea was to spring 
topic upon a group of debaters and 
give them fifteen minutes to spend 
with a bibliography on that topic be- 
fore debating.

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There is a popular belief among college students that the reading 
which they arc required to do in connection with their courses of 
study is sufficient for the time being, and that it is unnecessary to 
keep informed on the events in the world outside or to read addi- 
tional matter from the classics or current literature. 

This is a common error and one that should be corrected. It 
exists largely because students are prone to seek amusement out of 
class hours as far from the pages of books as it is possible to get. As 
a consequence the bases for discussion among American students are 
generally ôf a pitifully frivolous nature. It is hard for the Ameri- 
can student to understand his serious minded brothers across the 
water. The European student as a rule, is not satisfied unless lie 
can converse, intelligently upon the most important topics of the 
day. The average American student, on the other hand, is not usual- 
ly prepared to discuss matters that are foreign to the course which 
he. is pursuing in college. American students are often brought 
\ to a realization of their limitations by talking with students from 
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Among the many 
. improved literary 
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the other side, 

The advantages of reading are numerous 
tesults of reading are enlarged vocabularies, 
style, knowledge of current and past historical events, Scientific ad 
vancemcnt, and a general broadening of vision. 

Discrimination in reading is the result of experience in the art 
The beginner in reading will, undoubtedly make many blunders in 
the selection of his books or periodicals, but there will soon come a 
time when he knows what is worthr while and what is worthless. 

There is little in the ordinaryîcollege course that is .designed 
to furnish information on current events in the world of politics, 
science, art and literature. One criticism of the educational sys- 
tems of the entire world is that the instructors arc, unfortunately, 
more or less liko links which join the present generation to the past 
one. At best the instructor cnù only be a compromise between 
the teachings of his generation and those of to-day. This is a nat- 
ural condition, and has existed as long as the art of teaching. It is 
patent that one cannot bo a student and a teacher at the same time. 
And even granting that it were possible, the youth and inexperience 
of the, teacher would lead hinl into many errors that age and ex- 
perience would escape. 

Instructors in technical lines are constantly urging their stu- 
. dents to keep in touch with practice by reading the current publi- 
catitins of the technical 'press, for the reason that it is impossible 
< to modify text-books with sufficient rapidity to keep pace with the 
discoveries and inventions of the professional world. We suppose 
that the same advice is given by, the Medical and Law instructors. 

But there still remains a great opportunity for pleasant and 
profitable reading outside the professional journals and periodicals. 
The library is a store house of the works of masters in style and 
theme where idle moments 'may be passed advantageously in their 
perusal 

In conclusion we would leave one thought. The greatest minds 
of all history' have been developed by thoughtful reading. Read, by 
all means, read! and if possible, read something that makes 'you 
think.— Mississippian.

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THE HIDDEN TREASURE OF BOOKS. 



The advice Ruskin gives us is this: "Be sure that you go to 
the author to get at his meaning, not to 'find yours. Judge it af- 
terwards if you think yourself qualified to do so; but ascertain it 
first." 

How much we miss often, by coming to a decision on a certain 
subject first, in our great conceit, and then skimming through the 
work of some great author dealing with the same subject,' to find 
verifications of our own opinions, whereby to judge, in our mean 
way, the greatness or littleness of the author -in question. The 
loss to us in this way is : 

(1) In the point of view of the writer, which we miss ; 

(2) In the narrowing of our minds and ' 

(3) In our building up knowledge on weak grounds. 
Concerning the first point no explanation need be given. And 

the second: What accompanies the narrowing of our minds, the 
building up of conceit without reason, is quite evident. "We lose 
thereby the ability to look the world calmly in the face, .meditating 
quietly and without trace of prejudice 'upon what we have seen, but 
urged on always by "curiosity," — the curiosity of a mind alert to 
learn what another has to offer, and patiently and lovingly pursu- 
ing the course of another's thoughts and meditations, be they ever 
so roundabout. 

In regard to point three, we cannot all be Descartes, accept- 
ing nothing except What we can prove, but we can at, least weigh in 
the balance the arguments in each work with which wô. are dealing, 
and feel that pur final decision is backed up, step by stt\p, by opin-

By means of Its special fa- 
cilities young men are given a train 
Ing for a Ufa of Christian service such 
as can be obtained under no better 
amples*, in tho great war work which 
has b*an dons for the Indian troops 
In Francs, Mesopotamia, Egypt, East 
Africa and elsewhere, over 100 In 
<llsn and Ceylonese Secretaries have 
taken their places alongside the Am- 
erican, English and Canadian Secre- 
taries. For tho most part they are 
University graduates, men of culture 
and Christian refinement, men who 
are leaden in every sense. When the 
war is over these men are ready to 
take plaças of large responsibility In 
the Indian and Ceylon Church and 
will ho a great inspiration and en- 
couragement to others to do the same. 
It was a Ceylonese who had charge 
of the first Army Young Men's Chris- 
tian Association In India to be run 
by a coloured man for British Tom- 
mies, and did his work with such re- 
markable success that when his time 
was up the General, who had been 
very doubtful of the experiment when 
he came, personally wrote to the Na- 
tional Secretary asking that he should 
remain. A Ceylonese Is one of the 
Travelling Secretaries of tho National 
Council In India. Another Is Assist- 
ant Secretary of the Young Men's 
Christian Association In Karachi. Sev- 
eral others nre doing splendid work 
Jn the camps for Indian troops in 
Mesopotamia. 

Tho people have in them rare gifts 
of leadership and of loyalty to a cause 
once they are enlisted under Its ban- 
ner.

France have conducted themselves ad 
mlrably. Several have been given 
Commissions in the British Army, ana 
a number have beeen recommended for 
distinction.

$800.00 a year, and of a married Sec- 
retary is 11.200.00, but necessary trav- 
elling expenses and allowances for 
rent, medical services, vacation, etc. 
bring the total budgets "per~ year up 
to twice these amounts. The expen 
dlture for this entire programme will 
amount to approximately fT.OOO.W a 
year,

entire work of the Young Men's Chris- 
tian Association In Ceylon?

In recognition of the extraordinary 
opportunities and vast responsibilities 
that are now pressing upon women 
the Brooklyn Law School has decld
